THEN ANOTHER hurdle was 
raised. Tho first ordinance grant- 
ing women the right to practise 
law in Palestine included many re- 
strictions, Lord Passficld of the 
Colonial Office, in, answer to a let- 
ter of objectfon written by me 
and forwarded to him by the Rt. 
Hon, J.C. Wedgwood, wrote that 
“it has now been decided in prin- 
ciple that, subject to certuin re- 
strictiong (my italics), women 
would now be admitted to prac- 
tise law in Palestine and that an 
ordinance on this subject was now 
under consideration.” 

When the second ordinance was 
published in the Official Gazette 
of April 29, the second clause 
stated: “A person shall not he 
cisquent =? hy sex from being the 
holder of a licence to practise 
as an advocate in the Civil Courts 
or from practising the profession 
of an advocate. Provided that 
where the holder of a licence to 
practise as an advocate is a wo- 
man she shall not be authorised 
to appear in any Religious Court 
or any Tribal Court.” 

Then came the next step. In 
ordor to receive my licence I had 
to have my French diplome au- 
thenticated by the British Consul 
in Paris, which was duly carried 
out on April 28. But ally, in 
order to practise law in Palestine, 
one had to prove that ono was 
over 26 years of age, and for this 
a birth certificate was required. 

I was born in Russia during the 
summer, while my parents were 
staying in the country, and in 
those days one didn’t rush to re- 
gister the birth of a daughter, 
since army service was not in- 
volved. It was only when 1 was 
already a young woman and need- 
ed a passport to go abroad that 
my father declared the date of 
my birth. However, this was not 
considered a legal birth certificate 
by any means. Luckily, when I 
applied for my licence and ex- 

lained the circumstances of my

cence to practise law was finally 
granted. In 1933, after a further 
six months of study at the Juven- 
ile Courts in London, I opened my 
own Jaw office in Jerusalem.

IT WAS ONLY last year that 
ahe first Arab University in the 
"ον Land, the University οἵ 
Bethlehem, was opened. ‘Tuday, it 
ia holding an open day for an 
invited audience of parents, Beth. 
lehemn netables, faculty and 
students, 

The university, established on 
the initiative of Jerusalem's Ap- 
nstolic Delegate, Msgr. Pio Laghi, 
opened in October with a staff 
of three Brothers of the Christian 
Schools and 16 Arab professors 
from the locality. Ninety students 
commenced courses in buildings 
in the cettre af Bethicher given 
to the university by the Brothers. 

Everyune in’ and out of the 
West Bank had long realized the 
need for an Arabic university in 
the Holy Gand. The simple arith- 
metic of educational statistios 
shuwed that every yoar boys and 
giels of university quality were 
being produced by sucondary 
sthouls, The prospects of higher 
education for these young people 
were, however, very slim until Jast 
yenr, 

A few privileged young Arabs 
found places in universities

Loyalty to a pioneering project 
was evident among the suudents. 
In the beginning they were ap- 
prehensive. They themselves had 
ably a vague idea of what 8 
university ἐπ and they were afrald, 
ton, that it would not last. One 
sludent, after three months work 
on his hotel inanagement course, 
answered his friends' teasing by 
bringing them into the classrooms, 
introducing them to the staff and 
showing them the department. 

“That changed thelr ideas," he 
said, “And next year, you will 
see how the applications come 
tumbling in.” 

One idea that seems to have 
fot acrows very quickly to the 
student body is that the Univer- 
sity ia their own. The student 
council participates with the ad- 
ministration in decision making, 
and there is close contact between 
the students and the faculty. 

“They sit with us in the garden, 
jn the cafeteria, they give us the 
opportunity to talk with them, 
say the students, “and this a big 
thing for us.” Compared to other 
universities, where professors 
tend to be in splendid isolation 
from tho undergraduate, the fac- 
ulty in Bethlehem “help us a Jot, 
and are with us, even in our 
sufferings.” 

As a result there has already 
been o noticeable change in the 
style and feel of lifa in the Uni- 
versity. In those first hard days 
in Face of opposition from many 
quarters — religious and political 
among them -— the students felt 
uneasy, Now, they say, they feel 
confident: they are determined to 
make it continue, and to make it 
succeed, and rival any university 
abroad. “It is ours, now and for 
the future, and it hag been well 
received by our people.” 


THE MAJORITY of the students 
are from Bethlehem, because no 
residentia! accommodation is 
available as yet, But when I asked 
the Brothers in charge of student 
affairs about religious origins, he 
sald there was no breakdown of 
Christians, Moslems, or of the 
Church affiliation of the students. 
Aoveptanss was based purely on 
suitability for academic training, 
and the application forms contain- 
ed no questions about religion. 
The University is equally open to 
Arabs of Moslem, Catholic, Prot- 
estant or Orthodox background. 
At the request of some Churches

acts are not allowed on campus. 

“The University will have to be 
an impartial institution, Indepen- 
dent of factions, in order to 
function effectively. The interest 
of the Holy See and the tra- 
ditional reputation of the Brothera 
constitute the absolute guarantees 
that this is possible," 

The University authorities look 
at the political future from this 
single-minded educational point of 
view. “Whatever the eventual 
settlement, the pressing demand 
for educational progress will re- 
main.” 

In the field of modern-style 
leadership which grows in emerg- 
ent nations parallel to traditional 
leaders, university training has a 
special role. 

“Leadership of this kind,” ac. 
cording to Bethlehem Univorsity, 
“hag not evolved in the areas 
because the natural elite have 
scattered to all corners of the 
world for their education and us- 
ually did not return.” One of the 
West Bank intellectuals, speaking 
of the community impact of the 
University, said, “A society re- 
discovering itse]f haa an urgent 
need for a university.” 

The unsettled sovereignty of 
the West Bank deters the national 
funding agencies from helping the 
University with the money it 
needs so badly. The vast majority 
of grants from the U.S., for ex- 
ample, are not avallable for “oc- 
cupied areas.” This means that 
institutions like Bethlehem, re- 
quiring immediate aid, tend to 
receive least official financlal 
backing. Bethlehem so far has 
depended on the German Cathollt 
hierarchy for capital expenses and 
the Pontifical Mission for run- 
ning expenses. The future of 
University depends on this con- 
tinued support and on the con- 
viction that funds for education 
are a “neutral” way of offsetting 
the Imbalance of development. 

For the expansion of premises, 
the opening of technological and 
agricultural branches, and the sol- 
ution to accommodation problems, 
the authorities are consulting the 
Jocal Arab communities, Commit.

But it would not have to con- 
trol the entire allocation of capi- 
tal. The capital market would do

Who, then, ig responsible for 
this inflation? Strictly speaking 
Sapir, and he is unpopular for 
that. But he js still more un- 
opular for his unremitting ef- 
orts to halt inflation; which 
shows how unrewarding it ia to 
be Finance Minister — as Ze’cv 
Sharef pointed out during his 
short tenure in that post. 

Theve are some causes of in- 
flation that no one can control 
— fluctuations in import prices, 
the need to house immigrants, 
the cost of defence, There are 
other causes of inflation which 
ean be controlled. But in a de- 
mocratic society, that ig some- 
thing which requires a measure 
of self-control by the population 
at large, through its various re- 
presentative organizations. 


EVERY ATTEMPT by Sapir to 
disinflate is made against a 
welter of opposition — from 
those very agencies which now 
declaim ainst “the system.”

The οηϊ 
alternative would be to diminis' 
the role of the administration in 
business life, Hither the Govern- 
ment (that is, the Treasury and 
its agencies) chooses who merits 
a loan,, or the decision muat he 
left to the forces of supply and 
demand In the credit market.

ed, “Books used to be made, today 
they are designed.” His words 
seem to have been taken to heart 
and this yenr's comittce chairman, 
Sheldon Cotler, art director of 
Time-Life Bonks, has assembled 
a collection of books well printed 
on good stock and bound by 
craftsmen with tonder, loving 
care. He knows what he's up to, 
as |s evidenced by the one Time- 
Life product on show, “The Cow- 
‘hoys,” which 1s a joy to behold. 
Bound in embossed and hand- 
rubbed leather-cloth, inspired by 
Western saddles, the book is 
beautifully produced, with text 
and pictures splendidly comple- 
menting each other.

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A seeund group in the show is 
composed of huoks from American 
university presses. ‘There is some 
unevenness of quality here—one 
example has hardly any margin 
above the running-heads (rather 
dike a beetle-browed villain from 
Central Casting) while another, 
though set “unjustified right,” 
has many words broken and 
hyphenated. See if you can spot 
them. The most impressive part 
of this scction is called “Beauty 
of Economy,” which proves that 
a hook can be well-made and yet 
cut costs in every stage of its 
production — a point our own 
publishers would do well to pon- 
der, Oh, they understand the 
economy part well enough, but 
haven't the foggiest idea how to 
triumph within these Hmitations. 


I'VE BEEN SAVING the best 
part of the whole show to the 
end, ‘The third section displays 
100 of the best children's books 
produced in America during 1971- 
72. The iustrations are πὶ joy to 
behold. There ls work by Antonio 
Frasconi, Scymour Chwast and 
Milton Glnser (whose Pushpin 
Studia consistently produces de- 
signs of the highest quality), Leo 
Lionni, Tomi Ungerer, Leonard 
Baskin and the rather macabre 
Maurice Sendak, who wrote and 
designed Harper and Row's “In 
the Night Kitchen.” 

Sendak's work runs against the 
grain of modern children’s book 
iNustration, Instead af heing 
boyhtly evloured and cheerful, It 
is intended to make the flesh 
areep deliciously. In this respect 
he is the direct descendant of my 
all-thae favourite, Arthur Ruck- 
ham. This Edwardian Englishman's 
work is currently being reissued 
by Heinemann and, not long “go, 
1 snatehed up a collection which 
had just that moment appenred 
on the shelves of a bovkshup_in 
East Jerusalem’s Salah-e-Din 
Street. Rackham's gnarled, twisted 
line, combined with “a kind ‘of 
moth-wing range of soft browns

Andrew 
Lang's “coloured” fairy books were 
bound in smooth cloth, heavily 
blocked and gilded, while Edmund 
Dulac’s illustrations to the “Ara- 
bian Nights” and other books are 
among the gentlest, prettiest 
watercolours ever made. 

One classic which is fortunately 
never allowed to go out of print 
is Beatrix Potter's immortal seriey 
of animal tales — ‘Peter Rabbit" 
(which recently inspired a ballet 
and a film), “Squirrel Nutkin," 
“Jemima Puddleduck,” “The Tai. 
lor of Gloucester” and the rest. 
For over 70 years now, these 
books, in their original tiny for- 
mat, with exquisite ilustrations 
by the author facing only one or 
two sentences of large-type text, 
have been foundation volumes in 
the library of every properly 
brought up English child. 

There are about half-a-dozen 
versions of ‘Treasure Isjand” 
alone which deserve introducing 
to n new generation of readers. 
The marvellous Stevenson text 
“which halds children from play 
and old men trom the chimney- 
corner” has been well served by 
first-rate iLlustrators, Oddly 
enough, the first edition of 1883 
only had «a map, Later, N.C. 
Wyeth, the fatner of the Amer- 
ican painter, produced sume first- 
rate, action-packed pletures; and 
a good Rritish contestant fur the 
honours was Wal Paget, the 
brother of the man who delineat- 
ed Sherlock Holines for all time. 
Rowland Hilder most closcly fol- 
Jowed the text and his “Hispani- 
ola" js tenly. ἢ ftopsail schooner, 
unlike all ‘the rest.

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WITH THE renovation, reconstruc- 
fion and repopulation of the Jeru- 
salem Old City's Jewish Quarter in 
the last five years, there hag been 
a revived interest I the history of 
Jerusalem, ‘The fact that where so- 
and-so now lives was once the home 
of the “Or Huhaylm" (Rabbi Haim 
pen Attar, 18th-century scholar of 
North Afriean origin) or that the 
Jane we are walking through to 
pick up ἃ bargain in the market 
was traversed by the Perushim 
{diselples of the Gaon of Vilna who 
settied here from the late 18th-cen- 
tury on) fires the imaginatlon and 
whets the appetlte to know more 
about our forerunners here, Many 
books have appeared describing peo- 
and perlods of Jerusalem ‘his- 
tory. One of the latest is the book 
under review, which contains 14 
prief blographicat sketches of key 
Individuals from different anges who 
made significant contributions to 
Jewish settlement in Jerusalem. 

Perhaps the greatest contribution 
of such works 1s, as the late David 
Ben-Gurion wrote in an introduction 
tothebook, thefact that they make 
it possible for our youth to “know 
that Israel's cstablishmont did not 

with the declaration of the 
State." This book, and all the others 
of its genre, are a good reminder 
that there were always Jews fiving 
here ond that there was always at 
least a trickle of aliya to Hretz 
Yisrael — sometimes even a signi- 
ficant stream, 

Continual recorded Jewish aettle- 
ment in Jerusalem in our millenium 
begins with the allya of Rabbi 
Moses ben Nabman (Ramban or 
Nahmanides), the philosopher and 
Bible commentator, who came here 
from Spain in 1267 and established 
the synagogue that bears his name 
exactly 700 years before {ts redis- 
covery in 1967, 

The country’s general desolation 
and neglect proved to ‘him, as he 
wrote back to hig son, that “our 
land does not accept our enemies...

Eretz Yisrael, and after a series of 
Narrow escapes from pirates, storms, 
robbers, hunger and plague, 70 of 
them arrived and settled in Safed. 
In 1812 some of them moved to Je- 
rusalem., As the city's Ashkenazt 
Jewa were in ill repute, because of 
the debts incurred by the followers 
of Rabbi Yehuda Hehassid whose 
attempt to form a community in 
Jerusalem falled a century early, 
these newcomers adopted the dress 
of the Sephardi Jews. Eventually, a 
group of Hassidic Jews, followera of 
Rabbi Yisrael of Ruzhin — led by 
Yisrael Bak and his son Nissan — 
rebuilt the synagogue that had been 
begun by Rabbi Yehuda — the syna- 
gogue that became known as the 
Tiferct Yisrael Synagogue or the 
Nissan Bak Synagogue, or, more 
popularly, the Hurva (Ruin) of Rab- 
bt Yehuda Hehasaid. This was the 
centre of Jerusalem's Ashkenazi 
communal life for nearly 80 years 
until it was wantonly destroyed hy 
the Jordanians after they captured 
the Old City in the War of Libe- 
ration. 


THD LHADER of thesecond wave of 
Ashkenazi Perushim was Rabbl 
Yisrael of Sklov, who came here in 
1908. After enduring 10 months of 
hardships en route to Hretz Yisrael, 
he, ike the firet group of the Vilna 
Gaon’s followers, settled in Safed. 
Poverty, harassment by ‘Turkish of- 
ficials, lack of livelihood and impos- 
sible taxes were such that Rabbi 
‘Yisrael was elected to return to 
Lithuania to try and mobilize sup- 
port. He stayed there three years 
and succeeded in raising support 
that saved the Safed community. 
He returned to Hretz Yisrael in 
1813, just at the outbreak of 8 
plague which killed hundreds of 


people, including hig own aged OXFO) 


parents. He and his family, Uke 
many others, fled to Jer usalem only 
to find the plague ravishing the 
population there, too. ‘His wife died 
on the way, four of his children 
succumbed and he and his last re- 
maining daughter, Sheindele, were 
stricken, ‘but recovered — after 
Rabbi Yisrael made a vow to write 
his book, “Pe'at Hashulhan,” con- 
taining the first systematic collec- 
tion of the Mitzvot (Commandments) 
observed in Bretz Yisracl. 

Ratbl Yisrael, as the leader of his 
community, endured imprisonment 
by the corrupt Turkish officials 28 
well as constant mental anguish for 
nis poverty-stricken flock, Before 


he died he wrote: “In much suffer- 
ing, 1 have been privileged to set- 
tle In God’s portion these 17 years.., 
I have endured fear, hunger and 
sword and I have ‘been imprisoned, 
I havo greatly alded and assisted 
the Land and its people. With all 
my strength I lead this holy com- 
munity. I constantly spread the 
study of Tora among the many and 
established the foundations of Hretz 
Yisrael from within and without,” 
The description of Yehosaf Schw- 
artz, one of the firat olim from 
Germany in his generation and a 
graduate of Wurtzburg Univeraity, 
shows us a different kind of settler. 
A renowned Tora scholar and 
author of religious works, he also 
distinguished himself as a geogra- 
phy expert who scientifically re- 
corded many essential facts, statls- 
tics, and descriptions of Eretz Yis- 
rael and produced the first modern, 
actentific map of the country. His 
best known work, ‘“Tevuot Ho’aretz,” 
‘was published in Hebrew (1845), in 
German (1852) and in Hinglish (1850, 
translated by Isaac Lesser), the lat- 
ter during a trip to Philadelphia on 
‘behalf of the Sephardi community. 


THH CHIME SPIRITUAL leader of 
Jerusalem's Ashkenazl community 
for almost 70 years (from 1841) was 
Rabbi Shmuel Salant. Many tales of 
his wisdom, his underatanding and 
profound Jearning are gtilt related 
today, but he is particularly remem- 
bered for his humility and simpll- 
city, Visitors to the Hurva Syna- 
gogue courtyard have been shown a 
tiny low, dark room in the far left 


corner once furnished with a simple 
bed and shaky table, These were 
Rabbi Shmuel’s living quarters all 
his life. 

Once an irate petitioner became 
angry at Rabbi Shmwel for having 
decided a case against him, and 
shouted: ‘I'l break ail the windows 
in your house!” Rabbi Shmuel, al- 
ready ἃ frail old man, pulled him- 
self up to his full helght and shout- 
ed back: “And do you think I'll let 
you get away with it." The man 
was taken ghack and left the house 
quickly, ‘What would you have done 
if he had ‘broken your windows?” 
some onlookers asked. “I would 
have called a glazier,’ the Rabbi 
said with a sly smile. 

Rabbi Shmuel founded the Hltz 
Haim Yeshiva where thousands of 
young Jerusalemites have been edu- 
cated. He considered it one of his 
Nfe's most important projects, 

The aftteve of living in Wretz Yis- 
rael wos very precious to Rabbi 
Shmuel. Once his son, Rabbi Bi- 
nyomin Beinish, left his post o8 
principle lecturer in the Yeshiva for 
& few days to tour the arca around 
Jericho with a party of Jerusa- 
lemites whowere seeking land in 
order to found the first Jewish ag- 
ricultural settlement (and eventually 
founded Petah Tikva in 1882), His 
atudents were dissatisfied with Rab- 
bi Binyamin’s substitute and asked 
Rabbi Shmuel to recall hia son from 
the expedition and find someonc else 
to inspect the prospective sites, Rab- 
bi Shmuel refused, ag his son was 
considered an expert in evaluating 
land.

“We have Important businesses, fac- 
tories, shops, etc, in Ruagsia," Rabbi 
Shmuel then usked his sexton, Peil- 
vel, to tike the distinguished guests 
on a tour οὐ the jand, and espe- 
elally requested that they vislt Rab- 
bl Shmuel Menashe, the Rabbi of 
Hebron. Upon their return, Rab- 
bi Salant asked what thelr Impres- 
sion was of Rabhl Mennshe. They 
had been favourably impressed. “You 
have seen the Lund," said Rabbl 
Salant, “and Rabbi Menashe. ‘That 
man 18. a great scholar aml would 
certainly lead one of the biggest 
Jewish communities in Enrope.

THH BOOK ENDS with three mora 
recent biographical sketches — of 
Nissim Bechar, the founder of the 
first religious vocational school 
in’ Jerusalem; Yehiel Brill, 
who founded, edited and wrote much 
of the firat Hebrew newspaper, “Ha- 
havatzelet;" and Ephraim Cahen- 
Reiss, educator and guiding figure 
behind the German-founded-and-sup- 
ported Ezra school system, which 
included the Technion in Halfa, All 
of these personalities spent time 
abroad, and were active in the late 
19th century and early 20th century. 
Bechar and Cohen-Relas were 
born here. The- three had in com- 
mon their dedication to the Hebrew 
language and thelr love of Jerusa- 
em. 

The book containg lovely Mustra- 
tions, one at the head of each chap- 
ter, each depicting some Jerusalem 
acene as it looked a century or more 
ago. 
Thera are some noteworthy omia- 
sions In Riviin’s biographies (Rabb! 
Avraham Gershon of Kitow, the Ba- 
al-Shem-Tov’s brother-in-law; Hite- 
zer ‘Bergmann of the Kole! Hod or- 
ganizatlon of German and Dutch 
Jews, Rabbi Moses Turjeman and 
Jacob Turgeman, founders of the 
Moroccan community and occasion- 
ally Rivlin Is repetitious. In general, 
very readable, suitable for all ages, 
and gives a satlefying, though brief, 
survey of Jerusalem history over a 
period of 700 years.
